The Beginning of the End.

| tical result in the surrender at discretion 


of a member of the German confederacy. 
Bulgaria has accepted all the conditions 
for an armistice defined by General 
Franchet d’Esperey, and hostilities be- 
tween the Allies and Bulgaria ceased at 
The convention signed 
at Salonika between General Franchet 
d’Esperey, in the name of the Allied 
Governments, and the representatives of 
the Bulgarian Government is in essence a 
military agreement. It provides for an 
unlimited armistice until the conclusion of 
peace. Bulgaria evacuates the Serbian 
and Greek territory which has come under 
her military occupation during the war, 
and withdraws to her old political frontier, 
The main terms of’ the armistice are 
directed: towards safeguarding the mili- 


noon yesterday. 


tary interests of the Allies while the 
Balkan Peninsula remains a theatre of 
war. The Bulgarian Army is to be demo- 
bilised immediately, and its arms and 
ammunition are to be stored under the 
Allies’ control. The Allies acquire con- 
trol of the mouth of the Danube and its 
ports. Moreover, in view of the possible 
exigencies of the military situation, Bul- 
garia agrees to give the Allies free passage 
through her territory for the development 
of their military operations, and, in adui- 
tion, the Allies take over all Bulgarian 
transport, including railways and ships. 
These provisions are dictated by the 


adequately guarded the Allies 
before the enemy have time to attempt an 
effective counter-stroke, We may reason- 
ably assume, therefore, that no mischance 


full fruits of Bulgaria’s secession. 

Those fruits must be of the utmost 
value and importance. In the first 
place, the main artery of communication 


Orient Railway across Bulgaria—is 
severed. The chief secondary line of com- 
munication, the Danube, will also pass 
out of the enemy s control. It is true that 
communication with Turkey will remain 
open across the Black Sea, but that route 
is not adequate for the supply of Turkey 
with all the vast technical “ equipment 


Palestine ; and it is doubtful in any case 
whether Germany is still in a position to 
supply her needs. With her main life- 
line with Germany severed, with Bulgaria 
out of the war and opening to the Allies 
a back-door to Constantinople, and with 
General Allenby’s cavalry riding towards 
Damascus. through the débris of her best 
army, Turkey has every inducement to 
follow Bulgaria’s example and sue for 
peace, Even before that expected sequel 
to Bulgaria’s submission comes, the Allies 
will be able to stretch out a helping hand 
to Rumania across Bulgaria, and to bring 
encouragement to every 
element in Southern Russia, Turkey’s 
ubmission would involve, of course, the 
_ sare of fa direct road ;to Russiay the 
release of large portions of the British 
Armies in Palestine and Mesopotamia, and 
an enormous relief to the strain on our 
maritime communications. Meanwhile, how. 
ever, the secession of Bulgaria immediately 
creates a new front against Austria. The 
Allied Armies have already entered 
Uskub, the strategical key to Macedonia 
and the centre not only for the invasion 
of Bulgaria from the west, which is now 
unnecessary, but also for the clearance of 
Serbia northwards to the Danube. The 
creation of this new military threat to 
Austria is likely to have the most profound 
political reactions in Vienna. Bulgaria's 
submission makes an irreparable breach in 
the solidarity of the enemy alliance. AM 
Germany’s plans in the east are crumbling 
into ruin at the moment when her utmost 
efforts are unavailing to stem the 
sweeping progress of the Allied Armies in 
the liberation of France and Belgium. The 
signing of the armistice with Bulgaria 
brings a general victory and peace nearer 
by a great stride. 


Southern Unionists and Home Rule. 


A “split ” among Southern Unionists at 
the present time would be a discredit alike 
to their sanity and to their patriotism. It 
would gladden their foes, sadden their 
friends, and distract their energies from 
the only thing that now matters—the de- 
feat of Germany. The correspondence 
between Viscount Iveagh and Viscount 
Midleton which we print to-day announces, 
and at the same time—as we hope most 


“split.”” The action of the Southern 
Unionist delegates at the Irish Convention 
has been criticised by some Unionists as 
implying a virtual conversion to the prin- 
ciples of Home Rule. Lord Midleton in- 
sists in his present letter that there is no 
foundation for the charge.

The need of unity is vital; the whole 
party is solid in its hostility to Home 
Rule in any shape or form ; since the Con- 
vention failed the practical @jections to 
Home Rule have increased a hundredfold. 
No British Government could grant the 
minimum demand which is now put for- 
ward in the name of constitutional 
Nationalism. The next General Election 
will dethrone Parliamentary Nationalism 
in favour of a frankly seditious party. 
Ireland has refused to do her duty in the 
war, and denies the Imperial Parliament's 
right of conscription. Yesterday Mr. 
Dillon was again in counsel] with Sinn Fein 
at the Anti-Conscription Conference. In 
such conditions, as Lord Midleton points 
out, no British Cabinet should dare to 
revive Home Rule. Yet British Cabinets 
have outraged common-sense in this matter 
before now, and may do so again: Mr. 
Shortt suggested a few days ago that 
another Home Rule experiment was even 
now on the stocks. The most dangerous 
of all encouragements to such folly and 
rashness would be furnished by a 
“split”’ in the Irish Unionist camp. Dis.

SPEECH AT ROTARY -CLUB 
LUNCHEON. 


IRELAND'S PART IN THE WAR. 


' Mr. G. K. Chesterton was the principal guest 


at a meeting of the Rotary.Club held yester- 
day afternoon in the Central Hotel, Exchequer 
street, Dublin. Mr. J: L. Stewart, President, 
occupied the chair, and there was a very large 
attendance of members. i

Mr. Chesterton, who was cordially received, 
expressed his thanks for the hospitality that haa 
been extended to him, and said that he much 
regretted that Sir Horace Plunkett could not 
attend. However superficial his (Mr. Chester- 
ton’s) impressions of Ireland might be, he had 

realise the respect 
and esteem in which Sir Horace Plunkett was 
held. (Applause.) It would appear that it was 
somewhat difficult to make any speech in Dublin 
on the subject of the war without raising some 
controversy and giving rise to some misunder- 
standing. He had already been delighted to 
observe that a paper published in the neigh- 
bouring village of Belfast had done him the 
honour of describing him as a pompous windbag. 
(Laughter.) He thought there was a great deal 
to be said for his bemg a windbag, but he did 
seriously think he was: not a pempous one. 
The ground of charging’ him with pomposity 
consisted, so far as he could make out, in the 
very simple fact that he had testified in Ireland 
to a friendly condiQon of mind existing in Eng- 
land. He had not presumed io say anything 
whatever about the Trish mind, as he was not 
en Irishman. All he was prepared to say was 
that as regarded the vast mass of ordinary Eng- 
lishmen they now to a much greater exten’ 
than in bis own youth had realised something 
of the wrong they had done to Ireland, and 
were honing for better relations with that 
country. bet was certainly true, t 
was not altogegher true of the politicia 
were the scum of the earth ail over the

politicians than it was some little time ago, 
and he really believed that if the ordinary 
sensible, educated Englishman, or the even more

WAR AIMS. 

But thé subject upon which, he understood 
from the.

The activities, the violence, ihe direct effects 
were in théwPrussian war aims, and it was 
those the desired to prevent. That was a 
broad, simple fact that ought to be more clearly 
understoott, than it was. It was not a question 
of what they or he would do if they wielded 
despotic power. It was primarily a war of de 
fence, or, if they liked to be more exact, a war 
of frustrat#on—above all, it was a war to undo 
something evil that had already been partly 
done.

England was at 
war to remedy the mistake that England had 
made. That mistake was to allow the Prussian 

ower to = until it threatened the whole 
juman civilisation. England was very guilty in 
that respect. In his opinion, she was guilty of 
suffering ii to grow as long ako as the Irish 
rebellion of '98.. Personally, he thought if 
would have been immeasurably better for the 
whole world if in those days the governing 

FE of England. had followed the lines ot 
Volfe Tone instead of the lines of Castler agh. 
Certainly, England had suffered by backing up 
the Prussian power at various intervals, and by 
permitting the balance to fall against France 
and in favour of Germany. She had awoken 
not too late, but nearly too late, to discover 
that in doing ‘so she had allowed the balance to 
fall in favour of barbarism and against civilisa- 
tion. Therefore, no Englishman had any par- 
ticular reason to boast or swagger about his 
moral and political position in the war. It 
was right, but it was not extraordinarily famous 
or glorious, or dexterous or wise, seeing he was 
simply right. The man who saw a tiger sud- 
denly leaping through the diningroom window 
on top of him had no particular claim to ad- 
miration because he endeavoured to escape or 
resist. was not a previ or propheáiík 
gentieman, but he was right. (Laughter.) * 

GERMAN POLICY, 

The speaker proceeded to deal with the rise 
of Prussia, and how it added successive belts 
at the expense of Europe. This went on on the 
lines of Biemarck’s remark. to the grandfather 


of the present Kaiser :—‘ Every ‘other Hohen-, 


zollern has added something to his dominions, 
to his houee,” and he went back five genera- 
tions to show that every single member of that 
Royal Family had systematically increased his 
territory, and that it was obviously the duty 
or the natural function of that particular 
Hohenzollern at that particular opportunity to 
add Alsace-Lorraine also. That process went 
on perfectly plainly, and it went on in widen- 
ing circles. This war was simply another step 
in the same process, perfectiy logical, and, until 
the battle of the Marne, perfectly frank. The:

there was a thing called English Imperialism,

England endeavouring to conquer Europe sine 

the Middle Ages. Nobody seriously believed 
that England aimed at adding « yard of 
another civilised State in Europe to her power. 
That was an enormously important fact. They 
might represent, though it would be unfair to 
represent, that the Allies’ pressure upon Greece 
was like the German pressure upon Belgium, 
There was this enormous difference—that no- 


fact 
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body did really believe that England wished 
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body knew that Germany under one form or 
another did desire to add Belgium tw the 
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Serbia, which country is still the theatre 
of military operations. She is flanked on 
the east by Turkey, with which country 
the Allies are still at war. In the north 
the Danube marks her frontier with 
Rumania, which country is nominally 
neutral, but is, in fact, in Austro-German 
military occupation. 

The first question which the conclusion 
of the armistice with Bulgaria raises is 
whether the enemy will attempt to dispute 
the fait accompli. The ultimate conse 
quences of Bulgaria’s secession are very 
vividly appreciated in Germany, as was 
shown by the collapse of the Berlin Bourse 
on the news of the overture from Sofia. 
An important aMticle in the Vossische 
Zeitung argues that Germany must restore 
the Bulgarian situation at all costa, 
even if troops have to be sent from the 
western front. Admiral von Hintze, the 
German Foreign Secretary—who is now 
reported to have resigned—announced in 
the Reichstag at the end of last week that 
strong German and Austrian reinforce- 
ments had been sent to the aid of Bul- 
garia, some of which had already arrived. 
It is possible, therefore, that the Alkes 
may have to reckon with a German attempt 
at a coup d'état in Sofia with the object 
of upsetting the armistice. In official 
circles in London, howevér, the view ap- 
pears to be held that events have marched 


too quickly for the enemy. The extreme 
alacrity with whieh the Bulgarian 
delegates accepted General Franchet 
d’Esperey’s conditions suggests that poli- 
tical conditions in Bulgaria are such that 
it would require a very great deal of 
coercion to induce the people to continue 
the war. Germany s prestige has vanished 
with her recent defeats, and German 
efforts to browbeat the Bulgarians would 
require very powerful backing . Tho 
despatch of the army of occupation ‘n 
Rumania would leave that country weakly
